LOSING ITS PRESTIGE.

Burdensome labor conditions and
sharp competition promise to take
from RBrockton, Mass, the repute of
being the greatest shoe town in the
nation of its population, just as many
years ago the same conditions wrestad
it from Lynn.

Brockton of Iate has lost sleven large
shos firms to other towha whers shoes
oan be produced cheaper and now oth.
er firms have glven notice that they
are contemplating removal because
the labor organizations are maintain-
ing & standard wage which makes it
impossible to manufacture the $2.60 and
$2.50 grade of shoe and pay running
expenses, The factariss contend that
the unions are demanding that the
workmen who make the 3200 shoe
shall recelve the same compensation
sa those employed Lo produce that
which sells for twice that price. Man-
ufseturers make little secrot of the
fact that shoes which mold for three
dollars in 1890 are mow selling for
more.

A Boston paper says:

*‘While this

exodus has operated promptly, this
is not te say that it has been a light
matter with the large shoe fi . Most

of them are too deeply rooted in
Brockton to abandon thelr plants al-
together, But that part of the Indue-
try which Is belng removed is cavable
of damaging the prosperity of the city
to a serious extent. The threat is not
thet in two months or two years
Arockton will bs serlously interfered
with, but that ths ocentralization of
trade which gave her a certain lead-
ership among New England clties will
have besn lost. 1f this comea to pass,
it will not mean that the coveted title
of ‘national shos town' will descend
upon another New England city, but
that these industrial prizes will he di-
vided among a score of places, as they
have already %bean distributed to
Nashua, Augusta, North Adams, Brain.
tres and so on'”

When hot put in the kidntys, cut side
down, also the onlons and parsley.

Raised Dark Cake.
